Coffee County officials make arrest in bald investigation

In a press conference 
held Thursday morning, 
March 14, at the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Office in 
New Brockton, Ala., 
Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney Tom 
Anderson and Coffee 
County Sheriff Dave 
Sutton announced the arrest 
of a suspect in an ongoing 
murder investigation. 

Anderson said Joey 
Grissett, age 46, of Coffee 
County Road 663 in Coffee 
Springs, Ala., had been 
arrested and charged in the 
murder of Ricky Brown, 
age 56. Authorities said 
Brown’s last known physi- 
cal address was Opp, Ala.; 
however, he also had ties to 
the Kinston and Basin com- 
munities in Coffee County. 

Anderson said 
officials believe 
Brown

Anderson said the cause 
of death is believed to be a 
combination of blunt force 
trauma to the head and 
neck area and a crushed lar- 
ynx. He said officials 
believe the body was 
burned post mortem. 

“We believe we have 
enough circumstantial and 
pending physical evidence 
to establish this cause to 
this point,” Anderson said 
in regard to Grissett’s 
arrest. He added that

Grissett, however, was 
taken into custody by 
Jacksonville police around 
9 p.m. Monday, March 4th. 
According to Anderson, 
Grissett was believed to be 
on the run when he walked 
up to a security guard at the 
Jacksonville Airport and 
told that guard there was a 
body at his home. He said 
Grissett had his passport 
and a large amount of cash 
on him at the time he was 
taken into custody.

mine why Rogers was on 
Grissett’s property, but the 
two were known to be 
acquaintances. He said it 
actually was family mem- 
bers of the accused that rec- 
ognized the burning vehicle 
on the property Monday, 
March 4, and made contact 
with family members of the 
deceased. He said Rogers’ 
family members came to 
the scene because of the 
burning vehicle. 

Anderson said it was 
shortly after that when the 
body was found. Coffee 
County deputies confirmed 
the body was found 
approximately 100-ft from 
a trailer on Grissett’s prop- 
erty, not inside the vehicle. 

Anderson said multiple 
agencies had worked tire- 
lessly to bring this ongoing 
investigation to this point, 
and he thanked those agen- 
.cies for their work. He said 
the agencies included the 
Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Office, District Attorney’s 
Office, Houston County 
Sheriff’s Office, Alabama 
Department of Forensic 
Sciences, Alabama Fire 


Marshal’s Office, and law 
enforcement authorities in 
Florida.

BRAINSTORMS

“Beware of false knowledge; it is more dangerous than 
ignorance.” - George Bernard Shaw 


The Boeing planes that have crashed have folks in a 
panic and possibly with good reason. We don’t know. 
The action by President Trump to ground the planes 
came after a bit of heavy pressure. It is another prime 
example of why Yours Truly doesn’t need to be presi- 
dent. That was a relatively small decision on the presi- 
dential level but would have been an awesome one com- 
ing from this corner of the world. Apparently, there is no 
real evidence that a crash was a fault of either plane. Yet 
if it was some design flaw and we didn’t ground them 
until several hundred more passengers died, that would 
be even worse. 


Personally, we expect the experts to conclude that a 
malfunction relating somehow to the computer systems 
of the planes caused the two Boeing crashes. Some 
years ago, several airlines were having sudden problems 
making the planes inoperable and once they discovered 
exactly what it was, trained the pilots on what to do if 
that happens, the answer was not ‘abandon ship!’ If 
memory serves us at all on this, the simple answer was 
to turn off the electronics and fly the plane manually. 


We should follow up on our comments several weeks 
ago about the legislative bill to give a $1,000 per month 
expense allowance to the Coffee County Sheriff. The 
bill, as it was approved by the county commissioners 
and advertised, specified words to the effect that the 
expense money could be considered for retirement ben- 
efits. We howled. The expense account route has long 
been used to give pay raises to elected officials in the 
middle of their terms. That skirts the law against grant- 
ing pay raises during a term of office. We don’t approve 
of this ignoring the constitution but accept it as a reali- 
ty that is done regularly. However, to include it in com- 
puting retirement benefits was just too much. Well some 
more folks thought the same thing. Thus letters went out 
from the county commission asking our legislators to 
strike that section from the proposed expense account 
bill. The letter cited state laws that conflicted with the 
verbiage. The puzzling thing that we came away with is 
a couple of the county commissioners (who voted to 
approve this expense change) tried to say it didn’t 
include the bit about the expense account . . . . well, not 
until we read it to them word for word. 


A bill has been introduced in Washington to make it a 
federal offense to attack a news reporter. We should be 
saying ‘thank you’ but can’t in good conscience do so. 
Over the years we have questioned the logic of these 
numerous special laws protecting one narrow group or 
another. This one falls into that category so if we ques- 
tion the reasoning for each of those, we must take the 
same position with this one. An attack on anyone is 
against the law in all fifty states so stop writing new 
laws and just enforce those on the books. That should be 
enough in any situation. 


Wonders never stop. The scandal over college admis- 
sions, bribery, etc., is embarrassing. It is not unusual for 
someone who doesn’t make cut on admissions, or 
anything else, to cry foul. This is a way of using a crutch 
to avoid admitting we didn’t make the grade. Yet here 
we read that it is oh so true with college coaches and 
other staff members taking bribes to let a particular 
teenager get into college. Shame, shame. 
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Alabama AG makes statement on arrest of 
suspect in 20-year-old Wiregrass Cold Case 


Alabama Attorney 
General Steve Marshall 
issued the following state- 
ment earlier this week con- 
cerning the arrest of a sus- 
pect for the 1999 murders 
of Tracie Hawlett and J.B. 
Beasley of Dothan, Ala. 

“For two decades the 
families of Tracie Hawlett 
and J.B. Beasley have 
sought answers and a sus- 
pect in the unsolved brutal 
murders of their 17-year- 
old girls.,” Marshall said. 
“On the night of July 31, 
1999, Hawlett and Beasley 
went together to a party in 
nearby Headland and lost 
their way. Sadly, they never 
made it back to their fami- 
lies. Their bodies were 
found the next day in the 
trunk of Beasley’s car. Both 
girls had been shot in the 
head.” 

He said DNA evidence 
recovered from Beasley’s 
body and clothing helped to 
create a profile of the sus- 
pect, but despite our best 
combined efforts law 
enforcement were never 
able to find a genetic 
match—until now. 

On Friday, March 15, 
2019, members of the 
Ozark Police Department’s 
Investigations Division, as 
well as Agents with the 


Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and _ the 
Alabama Attorney 


General’s Office arrested* 
Coley Lewis McCraney in 
Dale County, Alabama, on 
charges of capital murder 
and rape. McCraney, a resi- 
dent of Dothan, had no 
prior criminal record which 
would have previously pro- 
vided his DNA profile to 
law enforcement in the 
Combined DNA Index 
System (CODIS) run by the 
FBI. 

McCraney has remained 
anonymous to investigators 
until new DNA testing of 
forensic evidence utilizing 
family genetic analysis 
finally led law enforcement 
to McCraney as a suspect. 

“I wish to commend 
Chief Marlos Walker and 
the Ozark Police 
Department for their exem- 
plary investigative work 
that ultimately led us to 
identifying a suspect and 
making an arrest on 
Friday,” said Marshall. 

The Alabama Attorney 
General’s Office, the Ozark 
Police Department, the 
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Dale County  Sheriff’s 
Office, the Alabama 
Department of Forensic 
Sciences, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, 
District Attorney Kirke 
Adams, and other law 
enforcement agencies have 
been supporting this inves- 
tigation for many years. 

“We will continue our 
efforts to assist in the inves- 
tigation including provid- 
ing digital forensic evi- 
dence analysis,” Marshall 
said. “Today, all who have 
sought justice for Tracie 
Hawlett and J.B. Beasley— 
including all the residents 
of the Wiregrass —are final- 
ly near closure in this long 
and painful case.”

Caring For Others 


One of the most well-known miracles that Christ per- 
formed is the feeding of the five thousand (Matthew 14:13- 
21; Mark 6:33-44; Luke 9:11-17; John 6:2-14). This is the 
only miracle that is recorded in all four of the gospels. One 
of the reasons this miracle is so important is in it we find 

_ that Jesus stopped and helped people. 

Tt is no mystery that people have real legitimate needs, 
people right here in our area. Jesus wanted to get away to 

a “deserted place” only to find out that he had been fol- 
ioaed. This must have been exciting and draining for Jesus 
and his disciples. Jesus wanted to help and mentioned feed- 
ing them (Mark 6:36), and the apostles wanted to send 
them away. The disciples were tired and hungry them- 
selves, but Jesus knew that these people were like sheep 
without a shepherd and that he needed to take care of them 
spiritually and physically (Mark 6:34). 

The needs of other people are evident today. The great- 
est need, no doubt, is spiritual, but we would be foolish to 
say that is the only need. People need food, water, they 
need clothing, and shelter (James 2:15). We have those 
who are sick that we need to visit (Matthew 25:36). 
Emotional needs also exist, drug and alcohol addiction is 
real, children are abused by the ones that should love them, 
and the list could go on and on. 

The truth of the matter is that it is hard and not always 
convenient to help. Christ talks to Philip about feeding 
these people, and the conclusion that he comes to is that 
there is not enough money to provide (John 6:7). This is 
our response a lot of times. If we don’t have the money, 
then there is nothing that we can do. We begin to rely on 
our own resources rather than relying on God. A little in the 
hands of God is much.

LODGING TAX BILL 


Synopsis: Coffee County 
currently does not levy a 
lodging tax. This bill would 
levy a 4% lodging tax in 
Coffee County, provide for 
the collection of the tax and 
the distribution of the pro- 
ceeds from the tax. One- 
half of the proceeds collect- 
ed within the corporate lim- 
its of any town or munici- 
pality would be distributed 
to that town or municipali- 
ty. All of the proceeds of 
the lodging tax would be 
used for the promotion of 
tourism and economic 
development and related 
costs. 

ABILL 

TO BE ENTITLED 

AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; 
to levy a lodging tax; and to 
provide for the collection 
of the tax and the distribu- 
tion of the proceeds from 
the tax. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA: 

Section 1. In Coffee 
County, in addition to all 
other taxes imposed by law, 
there is levied a privilege or 
license tax in the amount 
herein prescribed upon 
every person, firm, or cor- 
poration within the county 
engaging in the business of 
renting or furnishing any 
room or rooms, lodging, or 
accommodations to a tran- 
sient in any hotel, motel, 
inn, tourist camp, tourist 
cabin, or any other place in 
which rooms, lodgings, or 
accommodations are regu- 
larly furnished to transients 
for a consideration. The 
amount of the tax shall be 
equal to four percent of the 
charge for the rooms, lodg- 
ings, or accommodations, 
including the charge for use 
or rental of personal prop- 
erty and services furnished 
in the room; provided, 
however, that there is 
exempted from the tax 
authorized to be levied 
under this section any 
rentals or services are 
required to be included in 
the tax levied by the state 
sales tax act. This tax shall 
subject to the same exemp- 
tions as the state lodging 
tax as provided in Chapter

shall be distributed in the 
following manner: 

(1) One-half of the tax col- 
lected within the corporate 
limits of City of Enterprise 
shall be distributed to the 
City of Enterprise. The pro- 
ceeds distributed to the 
City of Enterprise pursuant 
to this tax shall be held in a 
separate fund or account 
and used for the promotion 
of tourism and economic 
development and related 
costs at the discretion of the 
City Council. 

(2) One-half of the tax col- 
lected within the corporate 
limits of any other town or 
municipality shall be dis- 
tributed to such town or 
municipality for the promo- 
tion of tourism and eco- 
nomic development and 
related costs. 

(3) One-half of the tax col- 
lected within the corporate 
limits of any town or 
municipality and any tax 
collected in the unincorpo- 
rated areas of the county

*** The Elba Tigers opened area play last week with a 
doubleheader loss to top-ranked Brantley. The Tigers bare- 
ly put up a fight in the first game of the twinbill and lost in 
five innings, but did show some life in the second game 
and led midway through the contest before being 
outscored. Elba still has a very good baseball team with the 
potential to make a run deep into the playoffs, and must 
use the disappointing losses to drive them to work harder 
in practice and carry that work ethic into the games. 

*««* The Elba Lady Tigers saw their four-game winning 
streak snapped with a lopsided loss to top-ranked Brantley, 
and simply made too many mistakes against a very good 
opponent to even have a chance at posting a win.

Turkey season is now open 
in Alabama for most counties 


Spring turkey season 
opened March 16, 2019, 
and will close April 30 for 
most Alabama counties. In 
2018, the Conservation 
Advisory Board passed a 
motion that set the start 
date for turkey season as 
the third Saturday in March 
each year. 

The decision was made 
to allow as many hens as 
possible to breed before the 
males are harvested. 
Research suggests that 
slightly delaying the season 
could have a_ significant 
impact on increasing the 
turkey population. No 
changes were made to the 
bag limit, which is one gob- 
bler per day with a total of 
five during the combined 
spring and fall seasons. 

“The Advisory Board’s 
decision is related to grow- 
ing concerns of an observed 
decline in wild turkey pop- 


ulation growth in 
Alabama,” said Steve 
Barnett, Wild Turkey 
Project Leader for the 
Alabama Division of 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries. “Harvest data 


shows that many adult gob- 
blers are harvested in the 
first two weeks of the sea- 
son. That’s well before the 
peak of nest initiation.” 
Additionally, spring 
turkey season will be 


delayed for research pur- 
poses on the following 
Wildlife Management 
Areas: Barbour, JD. 
Martin-Skyline, Hollins, 
Oakmulgee, Lowndes, 
Choccolocco, and Perdido 
River. The delayed season 
will run March 23 to April 
30, 2019. For more infor-

that flashlight as steady as 
he could and offered all 
kinds of encouragement to 
Jones as he delivered the 
new life. 

There was a moment of 
scare for Jones, however. 
He said once the head 
emerged, he realized the 
umbilical cord was 
wrapped around the baby’s 
neck. So, he had to gently 
work that loose without 
causing any further issues. 

Now, this alone would 
have been excitement 
enough for the 
dispatch/officer team, but 
that is not how it went 
Saturday night. 
Approximately five min- 
utes after the team began 
working to deliver the 
baby, another 911 call came 
in to dispatch - a shots 
fired call in the area of 
Reynolds Avenue. 

With the baby emergency 
in front of the police 
department, Officer Seagle 
responded alone to this call. 
Inside dispatch, two emer- 
gencies meant the seasoned 
veteran and the trainee had 
to divide up the duties 
while Jones was outside in 
the middle of delivery. 

Boyd said she was super 
proud of Snell in how she 
handled the situation. 

“She wasn’t a. trainee that 
night,” Boyd said. “She 
took control of her duty and 
handled it like a pro while I 
was tied up with dispatch 
measures for the other 
call,” 

Upon his arrival on scene 
of the shots fired report, 
Officer Seagle determined 
the suspect vehicle had fled 
the area. He remained on 
scene working to determine 
what exactly had transpired 
on Reynolds Ave. 

At the same time down- 
town, Sgt. Rogers notices a 
vehicle go past the court- 
house on Davis Street at an

Jones said the Haynes 
Ambulance arrived with on 
the one medic, expected 
one patient. There were two 
now, So, he was asked to go 
along to the hospital and 
assist the medic. 

After learning about the 
‘excitement’ his dispatcher 
and officer team experi- 
enced last Saturday night, 
Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey surprised them 
Sunday night with pizza for 
supper. He said he was 
super proud of the job this 
team did working together 
on not one but two emer- 
gencies at the basically the 
same time, and he wanted 
them to know he was proud 
of their work. 

“Some people think all 
our dispatchers do is 
answer phone calls,” 
Hussey said. “This is a per- 
fect example of how frantic 
their jobs can be, and it 
shows they doa whole lot 
more than just answer a 
phone.” 

He said he knows dis- 
patchers have talked people 
through birth emergencies 
several times through the
